Vegetable Marrow 


HE vegetuble marrow lacks the 

charm and good looks of muny 
vegetables: the colourful currot, 
with its feathery grecn top, the 
snowy-faced caullflower, so pleu- 
santly framed in tender green, the 
bold and = decorative artichoke, 
ornamental to such a degree that 
modern hostesses have turned to it 
for their drawing-room vases. 

When It comes to poputarity, 
however, the admirers of the vege- 
table marrow are legion. Few 
vegetables appeal so greatly to the 
imagination of everyday cooks, 
who delight in devising ways which 
make the homely, ungalnly mar- 
row n tuble personality of distinc- 
tion, : 

Like breast of chicken, Dover 
sole and other delicacies not re- 
muarkable for individuality of 
fluvour, the,marrow ts a marvellous 
medium for the exercise of in- 
genulty and subtlety in flavouring 
and blending by the cook. It can, 
in turn, present itself in the guise 
of onion-stuffed mock duck, or 
koose, a creamly soup, spicy 
savoury, delicate custard, curd or 
cream, a cheese souffle, sauce, 
pickle or preserve. 


MARROW PICKLE 


. One marrow, one cucumber, 144- 
Ib French beans, 1%Ib green toma- 
toes, 1% picking onions, one 
caullflower, 1lb sultanas (approx.). 

Peel and dice the marrow and 
cucumber. Slice the beans finely. 
Clean and break up the caulifower. 
Peel the onlons. Place the veget-, 
ables in a large bowl, sprinkling 
each layer with salt. Allow to stand 
for 12 hours, and then drain for 
one hour, Chop the tomatoes and 
add- them together. 

To cvery 2lb of drained vegct- 
ables allow Igt pickling vinegar, 
one tablespoonful. cornflour, one 
tablespoonful mustard, 34lb De- 
merara sugar, oz turmeric.

Boil all together excepting 
mustard and turmeric. When neur- 
ly cold add these with a little cold 
vinegar, 


GOLDEN MARROW GINGER 


The round marrows with dark 
skins are best for this preserve, os 
they are not insipid. They sre Im- 
proved by leaving on a sunny win- 
dowsill for two or-‘three wecits. 
Peel marrows and take out all 
seeds and fibre and ent into pleces 
the slze of half a large pear. To 
31b of marrow add 3 Ib of crushed 
jump sugar, the rind and julce of 
one large lemon (rind rubbed on 
piece of sugar), or julce two Imes. 
Place in earthenware bowl and 
leave for 24 hours: Put all into 
preserving-pan with 1 ounce bruts- 
ed ginger and % drachm of chillles 
tied in muslin. Boll all together, 
stirring gently aot Intervals until 
clear and marrow ifs transparent. 
Take out ginger and chillics and 
ft the marrow carefully into jars, 
fill up with syrup, place rounds of 
paper soaked in brandy on top, and 
cover with paper dipped in milk, 
This is a delicious dessert swect 
served with blancmange of whip- 
ped cream, and will . keep until 
marrows nore ready ‘again or longer. 


Honey Recipes 


NE egg yolk, one tablespoonful 

of honcy, six teaspoonful lemon 
julee, three-quarters of a cupful 
olive ofl, hal¢ teaspoonful mustard, 
a few grains cayenne pepper, pinch 
of salt. Mix egg yolk, honey and 
all dry ingredients, beat thorough- 
ly, add oil, a little at a time, alter- 
natively. with the lemon julce: it 
should be thick and smooth.

It was the most frightful 
of all wars; but that, now, In nn old, 
sad story. 

The Grey Nightmare came 
back, and the rest of the worid 
stood at bay. 

The Barbarians of old rushed again 
upon the civillsation of the west. 
Between the Eastern and Western 
fronts, Europe writhed Hke a ginnt 
in chains, under a rain of fron and 
fire and gas. . . writhed, and broke 
sway. Germany and the Allies stood, 
toe tu toe, fats locked, Hke wrestlers 
It was Germany that broke and stag- 
gered back, step by step until it fell, 
utterly exhausted, after four yearr 
of chaos, : : s 
Hohenzoltern, the War Lord of 
the Barbarians, crept awry.

Alter 
he had served his purpose In organis- 
ing the Storm Troops, Hitler had Lim 
shot. Von Schleicher, also, a man of

Doctors For China 

DISTINCTIVE feature of the 

Spanish Civil Wor was the 
feeling, of idealism it nroused in 
other countries, When Madvid was 
approaching its blackest days 
November, 1936, men all over the 
world surprised their frienda by 
throwing up their jobs and their 
careers and making for 
faust as they could, = Thi 
furopeans, Chinese. 
thors and actors, poets, prof 
plumbers and peasants, Whatever 
their ideals or politica! belfefs, they 
felt that) dictatorship was 
thing that could not be tole 
Not least among them were the 
doctors, some of them spechailists, 
some the owners of flourishing 
practices. Among them were 
many woman doctors, They fought 
on every front, with every battal- 
ion of the International trigade 
and with the Spanish — troops. 
When the war came to dan end, 
many of them were dead, because 
the international Brigade were’ in 
the forefront throughout, Those 
who. remained — retreated — into 
France.

NOW. an arrangement between 
the Lord Mayor of London's 
Fund, the Blue Funnel Line and 
the Chinese Red Cross has enabled 
a number of them to come to 
China, to do for her what they did 
for more than two years for Spain.

The following day they 
were informed however, thit  pro- 
vided they behaved, they would be 
permitted to live in the Concession. 

Thir consulate also asked them to 
refrain from flying Swastikn flags 
and to remove Swastika stickers from 
their automobiles, which they did. 


MINOR INCIDENT

down the Swastikas fiying over the 
mat-shed of the German Tennis Club 
on the Race Course.

to bomb churches. 

This, the announcer, said, was a 
good example of the atrocities of Mr. 
Churchill.

say that they have Meen deceived by 
their leaders, that Britain aud France 
have betrayed them, und thot the 
kind) Germans are giving them 
‘plenty of bread and jam.” 2 

MOSCOW REVIVES MEMORIES’ 

Moscow is broadcasting “atrocity 
stories” reminiscent .of those sent 
out from the German. radio stations. 

The Berlin statlons make ‘renewed 
reference to the “British determina- 
tion to starve German women and 
children," 

Germany, said the stations, was 
keeping strictly to the rules of war 
and owas carrying out no action 
against civilian populations! 

Finally, an alleged Indian Nation- 
allst Leader was brought to the 
microphone and said that the Brit-

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SINEWS OF WAR 


As Mr, Gunther Stein reveals in detailed particular 
in an article elsewhere in this issue, nowhere 1s there a 
sharper contrast between the “war potential” of Ger- 
many and that of Britain and France than in the field of 
supplies, industrial raw materials and foodstuffs. 

Despite the efforts of General Goering to put the best 
face possible upon the situation, the fact that severe rat- 
ioning of food is already necessary, and is to be increas- 
2d this week, tells a great deal more ‘than Nazi self-suffi- 
slency bombastics. se is tee One 

Dr. Lajos, the Hungarian Professor, who rattled Ger- 
many with his pamplet, has shown convincingly . from 
State documents how very different Germany's economic 
situation is to that of 1914. . . 

For the first two years of the last war, Germany had 
little difficulty in producing or importing her supplies, 
whereas even before September 3, the Reich found it diff- 
cult to maintain herself in essentials. 

It must, moreover, be an uncomfortable thought for 
Nazis to realise how much of their supplies has been 
drawn from the countries opposed to them. 

All of the nickel, most of the iron, three-quarters of 
the rubber and of the ores of manganese, copper, and iron 
which Germany. imports come from the Western Demo- 
cracies, their colonies, and the United States. - it.is true 
that she has built up large war-stocks of tood-stuffs, 
metals, and other requirements, and though the size of 
these stocks is not known, they have been estimated at 
sufficient for six to twelve. months. 

With these exhausted, however, the difficulty of main- 
taining supplies will be appalling, and the crippling effect 
which war must inevitably have upon home production 
will make it extremely difficult to pay for imports, even 
from such countries as she can browbeat into supplying 
her. 

The Nazi industrial machine has already passed its 


zenith and is losing efficiency, and military demands as; 


a preliminary to the war were sufficiently heavy to make 
the whole structure top-heavy. : 

- Britain, on the other hand, after several years of 
characteristically unhurried preparation, is equipped 
with a new armament industry which is now coming into 
full production and pouring out a steady stream of mat- 
erials. Six years of solid economic progress lie. behind 
her, and her man-power and industrial equipment have 
reached @ high pitch of effictency. ‘ 

- She hag vast reserves of foreign credits, and world- 
wide resources ‘to draw upon. 

Under last year’s Essential Commodities Reserve Act, 
she has been storing certain commodities, such as wheat 
and sugar; the defence services have been steadily ac- 
cumulating supplies, and arms manufacturers, too, have 
taken the precaution of laying in reserves of materials, 
while progress has also been made in storage of petrol. 

Britain’s raw material problem resolves itself mainly 
into one of shipping, as population is higher, but shipping 
tonnage less, than in the last war. The U-boat menace

apanned by a net of meteorolngi- 
cal stations that {9 becoming thicker 
every year. These nre of the greatest 
Importance in forecasting weather 
conditlons threughovt the northern 
hemisphere. It js well known that 
Europe's wenther Is, so to speak, 
“manufactured” in the region bound- 
ed by Greentand, Iceland and Spitz- 
bergen, Then cold masses of air that 
develop there have so profound an 
effect on the formation of wenther, 
that a constant and careful observa- 
ton of aly pressure, temperature, 
Numidity and velocity of the wind ts 
essential for 1 thsfactory predic- 
flon. Certain points of this region 
fre pecullarly adapted to such obe 
fervation, : 

Amony the, most northerly of the 
weather statlons the Island of Jan 
Mayen occupies oa special place. 
Shaped Uke the eye of a needle, It 
tapers down towards the south-west, 
it Is approximately miles long 
and only 9 miles wide at its broadest 
section in the north, It i t ulinost 
equal distances from eland and 
Greenland (290 and 255 noautieal 
miles respectively) and 555 nautical 
miles from Splitzbergen and the 
Scandinavian coast. 

What contributes to the tmpor- 
tance of the Island, Is the fact that 
it is located Just where the south. 
bound Polar Stream, huytging the 
coust of Greenland, skirts the Gult 
Stream that Is headed In the op- 
posite directlon. A zone of stor 
whirlwinds, and fogs results tha 
perhaps without equal in the world. 
The {sland Is directly in the path 
of most cyclones that er Teeland 
on. their way to Northern Norw 
There Is, therefore, ao more idea 
place than Jan Mayen from which 
to observe them long before 
they reich Europe, Such were the 
considerations that led the  Nor- 
wegians to erect au meteorological 
post on the island in 1021 and in 
1929 to establish full saveredanty, 

Three men live in ation on 
this remote iste.

A FURTHER STEP towards the mobilisation of 
the industrial resources of the nation to mect 
war needs, where these resources are at pre-|' 


sent in reserve, the country has beon divided 


into thirteen areas. 


This arrangement will ensure that such problems 
as labour, transport and overlapping, are dealt 
with speedily and in full knowledge of local 


conditions. 


Regional directing organisations are now being sect 
up by the Ministry of Supply. 


Stress will be Inld on the need for 
machine tools, upon which the coun- 
try’R war production so much de- 
pends, 

By supplying such tools, reserve 
resources can make a contribution of 
vital tmporlance. 

Meanwhile, officers of the Minis- 
‘ry of Supply are surveying plant, 
floor space and other essentials, to 
emsure that no productive cnupaclty 
which can be used or ndanted for 
use in the war cffort is neglected. 

First demands on supply have been 
met. An example of what been done 
fs the cqulpment of the ficld force. 
The equipment provided hos, in 
fact, more than shtisfed the de- 
mands, 


In addition to what was required 
for Immediate use, great reserves 
are alrcady available to meet ex- 
pansions and to repalr inevitable 
wastege. While these, and other 
short term requirements have been 
satisfied, the larger task of expand- 
ing: the mobilisation. of the nutlon's 
resources for the long term prosecu- 
tlon of the war js belng energetically 
tackled. ' 

The resources of stocks, plant and 
skill, not already serving war’ necds, 
are being directed to their spheres 
of greatest usefulness. — British 
Wireless. *

As An Arch-Terrorist It ls Not Surprising That 


Hitler Lives In Fear | 


‘THe Fuehrer is a mon who is feared 
In Europe to-day. Incidentally, 
he is himself one of the most-fearful 
‘of men. He takes every precaution 
that [8 possible agalnat assassination. 
Motives of speed and security ren- 
der the activities of Hitler secretive 
and = mysterious.. Nobody knows 
where he will be next. Always he ap- 
peurs to be travelling at high speed, 
Ife makes every use of the acroptane 
and the most powerful Mercedes 
motor car ever built. He avoids 
rallway traing, They are too dan- 
gerous, . 

Hitler's. mode of Jife is anilitary, 
Uke that of a peneral at the front 
during an offensive, rushing in per- 
son or Imagination from danger point 
to danger polnt, without heed of com- 
fort, meals or time. Very often be 
may not turn up ata heralded official 
occasion or as unexpectedly descend 
upon one, The most famous of his 
fast, secretive moves was when the 
toad purge deseended upon the 
stunned Nazis; Hitler few through 
the night from Goderberg to have 
Roehm and his followers shot near 
Munich, é 

Nobody had any idea that the 
Leader had spent the preceding, night 
seated at a Rhineside terrace with 
Goebbels, golng through the death 
list. Both men had flown there 


recretly. 
Wily Ways 


‘The German Dictator knows all 
the wily ways of the. underworld, 
He jx one of the dictators who be- 
xan his political career ‘ag a spy, So 
he understands the mentality of sples 
The story, us told by Meiden, relates 
how Hitler, serving as a non-com- 
imissioned officer, was, in 1919, de- 
tailed to attend Jabour meetings. 
mingle with workers’ Hroups, and re- 
port to his, superiors the state of 


popular opinion. It 
of these misslons that he heard a 
nan named Gott{rled Feder speak. 
THe was impressed by Feder's violent 
economic theorics, He came again to 
hear him, and Jolned excitedly in the 
discussion, He even spoke agalnat an 
opposition speaker. He attracted no-« 
tle, and was soon one of the leaders 
of this new , polltleal party which 
aventually became the Nnzis. 


There have been doubts cust upon 
Hitler's personal courage, it Is re- 
fated by lis enemfes that when he 
and his| men were fired on 
in the Munich putsch of 1923, 
Hitler flung so hlmself tothe 
Hround with such violence that 
his shoulder was broken. Whether 
this be true or not, the fuct remains 
that Hitler sees that every precau- 
tion ix tuken to save him from. the 
lurking assassin. 

When Hitler travels in his high- 
powered car, three of the Black 
Guarda sit dtreetly behind — their 
Lender, who sits beslde the chuuf- 
feur. When he addresses meetings, 
four of them always keep bin in 
sight from a position near the plat- 
form, If the vedysuard are not 
actually In his car they follow close 
Dehind, often standing on the run- 
aing-boardls, Photographs show that 
their right hands are usually resting 
on revolver holsters. When Herr 
Himmler was appointed Chief of the 
Cerman Police, orders were siven to 
double the Leader's bodyguard. An 
extra car of armed guards was ase 
signed ta accompany him wherever 
be went At the same time the route 
along which the Lender's car wht 
puss is lined with Black Guards. 


‘When T visited Hitler's head- 
quarters, the Kaiserhof Hotel in Ber- 
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blnck-conted burly men standing at 
the doorway of his room within a 
n few atrides of the Dictator’s table. 
Each of them was armed with an 
nutomntle, and they took care tu 
serutinise closely every. person who 
stepped over the threshold. 

Hitler has hls own special guard 
nt the Chancellery, It consists of 
bout a hundred Blackshirts. They 
wenr rteel helmets and carry rifles. 
‘Two ore statloned at the maln gates. 
A group Is in the reception Mall, Two 
more guard the archway. fo the Inner 
court, And two more puard the court-

yard dauiway, Inside the builds 
ting the corridors in the — vicln- 
ity of Hitler’s office seem to swarm 
with guard currying automatics. 
It was when Uitler adopted = the 
use of n double that his suppor- 
ters chuckled and the assassins were 
bewildered, This double was Jullus 
Sebreel, a Bavarian aged 38, who 
also acted as chauffeur fn the giant 
Mercedes. Schreck bore a certain ré-~ 
semblance to the Fuchrer—he had the 
same type of small black moustache 
~theugh he was of sturdiery and 
more powertul build. During the 
nine years he was Hitler's chauffeur, 
he drove him for many thousands of 
miles to every corner of the Reich. 


The Terror 


During election campaigns, Julius 
Sehreck sometimes slept in his 
clothes for weeks ot n time, taking 
it short nap at the wheel while the 
Fuchrer was delivering a specch—and 
then on again through the night. 
"Schreck" in German means “terror,” 
and he was nicknamed “Der Schreck 
der Landstrausse” (the Terror of the 
Highway). Witler, for various rea- 
sons, preferred to travel fnst on 
the open highway, but his chauffeur 
was too yood a driver to justify his 
nickname. 

The fact that Schreck would pose 
us double for Hitler enhanced hiv 
reputation in the cyes of the Leader. 

In June, 1936, came the news of 
the death of Schreck, the double, 
from meningitts. The Lender was 
reported to have visited his chauf- 
feur In hospital, and wept when the 
news of his old friend's death was 
brought to him. When, instead of be- 
ing burled in the normal manner of 
one of his rank, Schreck was interred 
with the highest military honours, 
strange rumours began to circulate 
in Germany. 

It was sald that Schreck had been 
killed by the seerct antl-Hitler or- 
ganisation known by the  inftlals 
“RR.” Since that grim night in June, 
1934, when Hitler had his right- 
hand man, Ernest Rochm, put up 
against a wall and shot, Roechm’s 
friends have sworn revenge. 

They formed un organisation called 
“Rochm’s Revengers.” This murder 
club was fenred by Hitler more than 
anv other danger, 

Mysteriously, on walls and bridges. 
the sinister letters “R.R.” oppearal 
overnight. Government offictals scans 
ning documents found “R.R.” serib- 
bled In the corners, It was because 
of the growth of this murder club 
that Hitler commanded thnt his 


. guards be doubled, and began to use 


Schreck os a puppet of himself in 
certain public appearances. 


So The Tale Goes 


On May 15th, so the whispered tale 
tells, the two sat side by side in a 


car that was taking Hitler to Bernau. |. 


To all appearances the Leader sat in 
the passenger's seat while Schreck 
drove. Hut this timo Hitler, his Iank 
hair drawn back, a chauffeur'’s hat 
pulled forward, was driving the cur. 
Schreck, hls halr drawn forward in 
the Hitler manner, sat {n the Lender's 
place. They reached a railway cross- 
ing and slowed up. As they did 50, 
shots, fired with unerring accuracy, 
burst from the roadside. Tha man in 
the passenger’s scat slumped. Tho 
wrong man had been assassinated. 
What truth there ‘is In the story is 
dificult, in these strange Germon 
times, to discover. The fact remains 
thut Schreck: {s dead, and a search 
began at once for another double for 
Hitler. There were no volunteers for 
the post. 


A bomb was thrown once at the 
supposed Leader’s car at Nurem- 
berg in 1032. Only Julius Streicher 
was in the car. Then, a year ogo, 
there were strong rumours that the 
Fuhrer had been -wounded in the 
arm by o'young woman. Certainly 
about that date he cancelled all en- 
gagements save one, the Now Year’s 
reception of the Diplomatic Corps. 

A film of that ceremony shows the 

central figure stifly holding hls left 
arm. 
But there ure others besides 
Rochm’s Ravengers, ready to seize an 
opportunity of assossinating Hitler 
and overthrowing the dictatorship, 


Murder Clubs 


was while on onv lin, some time ago, I noticed six fs un ordinary dance hall, but atnong 


those ‘whirling couples ‘that shuMe 
to eleciric planos there are members 
of one of the most desperate murder 
clubs in Europe. 3 
These German clubs have had 
their victories, Thoy ussasslni.ted 
Erzberger and Walter Rathenau, 
killed them at the moment when 
these men toolt up Government posl- 


tlons, 
The V. V. 


Onc of these murder organisations 
was known as the “Vetune-Verelne,” 
and its tentacles extended w the 
srnaltest villnge in Germany, It was 
organised soon after the war by u 
enptaln and a German-Creek Neu- 
tenant, Later the two separated and 
the captain yormed another cecrot or- 
ganisatfon, known as Organisation C, 


The ussassins of this world have 
their own secret arsenaly, Berlln is 
a favourite spot for the accumulation 
of arms, ammunition and bomb:., 
These secret arsenals mre always 
ready to supply deadly weapons. 

King Alexander, murdered so 
brutally, at Marsellies, yas Asyas- 
ainated with an automatic pistol 
which takes 280 cartridges in its 
magazine and which can fire them 
etther singly or one after another 
Uke om machine-sun. This deadly 
wenpon, Invented and manufactured 
in Germany, fs now the most sought- 
after weapon by the members of 
Europe's murder clubs, 

I have seen one of these miniature 
machine -guns. I have had one in my 
hands and tested it. Its slim barrel 
is a mere twelve inches long. 

It slips easily into the pocket or 
lies snug ina holster bencuth ‘the 
armepit. And its precision is ab- 
solutely deadly. 

Most of the seeret revolutionary 
orpantsations of Europe are now in 
possession of little arsenals of these 
guns. 
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and social conditions in Ger- 
many. How long will they 
allow Hitler to hold out? 
This is probably the central 
question in this war. 


I shall try to examine the ¢cono- 
mie and social conditions in Nazi 
Germany os they were at the mo- 
ment of the outbreak of the war, 
looking at. them dispassionately so 
thot no wishful thinking may - in- 
fluence the deduction from what is 
known about them, What are the 
facts? : 

The first fact which needs emphasis 
Js that hardly a single machine in all 
Germon industrics was not- in full 
cmployment, mostly belng worked in 
several shifts, when the war broke 
out. This means that, as far as in- 
dustrial capacity is concerned, Ger- 
muny. entered Its great war without 
uny reserves of strength. On “the 
contrary, the demands on industry 
were such during the recent years of 
feverish rearmament, that normal re- 
placements of industrinl machinery 
have been badly neglected, It was 
one of the lending German papers 
which recently stated in all frank- 
ness that it would require a fall an- 
nual output of all the engincering 
works of Germany to make good the 
weur and tear’ which overstrain has 
brought about in the mechanical 
equipment of the country's industry 
as a whole, In armament works as 
well as in the particularly neglected 
factories which produco goods for 
exports and for domestic civilian 
consumption. It will not ba postible 
these replacements. 
German industry will have to cope 
with even larger demands for the 
production of munitions and “other 
goods, and machinery ns a whole fs 
bound still further to  deterlorate 
from month to month, 


Shortage of Labour 


It need not be emphasised how 
different conditions are In Britain 
and France; where, in spite of in- 
creasing re-urmoment, vost reserves 
of industrial machinery ean still be 
exploited while much new machin- 
ery can still be made in the engin- 
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cering works now that the outbreak 
of the war requires a steady. rise in 
feneral industrial output, 

The second undenindlo fact in. 
Germany's economic position which 
fs of trémendous importance, consists 
in the grove shortage of working 
hands. A fow wecks before the war 
began, oMfcial German circles entl- 
mated that more than ‘dne million 
employees and labourers, among them 
a Jorge percentage of highly cducat- 
ed spectalists and skilled workers, 
wern lacking, which made It impos- 
sible to malntain the standards of 
eMciency regarded as normalin Ger- 
man Industry. While all the avall- 
able machinery was being run day 
and night, great numbers of unsuit- 
ed workers, untrained women, former 
shopkeepers and servants, and cs- 
pecially many unwilling Czechs had 
wlready {o be used, The result was 
a reduction of the average output in 
several fIniportant branches of In- 
dustry which showed = most drast!- 
cally in the coal ntining areas of the 
Ruhr where the output of rich’ und 
old established mines {ell by 32 per 
cent., instend of rising according 
to plan. 

In this direction, too, no improve- 
ment {3 possible, On the contrary, 
a further deterloration can hardly 
be avoided. For: the Nazi regime 
has to mobilise its mun power to a 
much larger extent than the fight~ 
ing democracies, It has to mobilise 
not only for the purpose of enlarg- 
ing the fighting forces. But it hus 
to mobilise more and inore “reliable” 
Nazis for assuring the national- 
sockiullst State against that open out-- 
brenk of popular dissatisfaction and 
anti-war fevllngs which would, and 
eventually will, spell its end. It ds 
dificult for the free cltizens of de- 
mocratic countries to envisage what 
#reat numbers of men and especially 
of the younger Nazi-lralned gencra- 
tion, are required ay supervisors and 
whips, ns Gestapo spics and inform- 
crs umong the so-called unreliable 
elements of the peuple who arc lack- 
ing in enthusiasm and many of whom 
are only walting for the opportunity 
of destroying the hated Nuzi re- 
ime. 


Near Limits 


Working time has been extended 
so much olready that a further in- 
creuse Is hardly possible. The of- 
clul Labour Front recently wrote in 
one of its publications: ‘The work- 
ing hours of many German workers 
are alrendy near the limits compull- 
ble with national health standards.” 
And manufacturers have for some 
time been complaining about slack 
work and a decline of discipline in 
their factories, which is due both to 
sheer overstrain and to political dls- 
satisfaction. Be 

Is any comparison of this state of 
affairs with condition: in Britain and 
France necessary? 

The third fact in the German 
economic situation which the leaders 
of the Nazi regiine do not deny any 
more than the first two, is that of 
insuMcient stocks of all kinds of 
materials which are necessary to 
carry on the war for any length of 
time. For years past, almost ever 
since Hitler came Into power, Ger- 
many was consuming more than she 
blockade, moreover, will mnke ft 
was able to produce and to import. 
At is true that a great part of that 
“consumption” -went into the manu- 
facture of urmument goods which 
were plied up und aro now avail~ 
able ag the initial fighting cquip- 
ment. But war experience shows 
that such Initiat equipment, however 
big jt may be, cannot possibly last 
for very long and thaj, before the 
first year of a big war js over, most 
of the armaments and munitions that 
are requfred have’ toe be drawn {ro 
current production. . ' 


Raw Materials 


It is with regard to the materials 
for the production of such current 
supplies of armnments that the con- 
ditions in Nazi Germany are infinite- 
ly more unfavourable than they were 
in the Kaiser's Germany of 1014, 
This shortage is especially great in 
vital materiols which Germany has 
to buy from abroud. Even before 
tho actual outbreak of the war the 
scarcity of such materials was ale 
ready so acute that, according to 
the published statements of many 
leading industrial companies, a great 
part of thelr industrial products halt 
to remain unfinished because the 
comparatively small quantities of 


toreign raw materluls which were: 


required in order to finish them, 
were unavailable, This state of 
affairs naturally resulted in consld- 
orablo delays in the delivery of pro= 


ducts to the fighting forces afd in’ 


some measure of general disorgani-« 
sation of Germon cconomy which 
gave riso to much anxicty aven be- 
fore the outbreak of the war. :

Loss of Coal Mines 


Secondly, as I mentioned already, 
production Is suffering from the 
shortage of well-suited and enthus!- 
nstle Jabour. And thirdly, the re- 
quirements of coal are continuously 
rising because coal is the basic mat- 
erial from which numerous synthe- 
tle manufactures, such os 
oil, artificial rubber, and so on, are 
being produced at u very unfavour~ 
able proportion between the quanti- 
ties of coal thus consumed and the 
quantities of the synthetic products 
obtained.

greater in effect than the loss of 
those in the Saur region which have 
either been occupied by the French 
armies or are under thelr artillery 
fire. The Polish miners, morcover, 
will require considerable numbers of 
“reliable Nazi miners and soldiers, 
fo supervise them. 

German oil production, including 
the output of artificial ofl, amounts 
to no more at present than two-und- 
a-half million tons per year,  An- 
nual consumption however, was al- 
rerdy over six milllons tons in peace 
time and It will rise, according to 
official estimates, to between 15 ond 
20 million tons In wae time. Even if 
Germuny conquered Rumanta with 
Its output of between 5 and 6 millon 
tons of oll per unnum, the vital pro- 
blem of sufficient ofl supplies would 
still remain fundamentally unsolved. 
Germany had possession of. these re- 
sourses during the decisive years of 
the lust war, she needed much less 
ofl for her unmechanised armies than 
she docs now, und yet, her oil short- 
age contributed mucli to her econo- 
mie breakdown, 


Overstrain 


Even Germany's production of iron 
ore provides less than half of what 
she reqitired in the way of iron and 
steel during the recent years of war 
prepuration. As far -as non-ferrous 
metals are concerned, Germany has 
ta Import all her nickel, nearly all 
her copper, most of her lead and 
very much of the other metals which 
ure absolutely vital to the produc- 
tion of munitions. Her very costly 
production of urtlficial rubber pro- 
vides hurdly one ton out of German 
deficiencies In many other essential 
raw materials und seml-finished pro- 
ducts which have to be procured 
from abroad would require much 


more time to enumerate than I have’ 


in this talk. 

‘The over-strain of Gepmany’s in- 
dustrial equipment and of her lab- 
our forces cannot possibly be remed- 
ied. But Hitler scems to have a 
faint hope that he can remedy the 
shortage of raw’ materials. 

The questions that arise in this 
connection will deserve close atten- 
tion during the course of the war. 
The first one concerns Germany’s 
abillty to export whatever goods she 
may be able to spare in order to 
provide the foreign exchange with 
which to purchase war materials 
nbroad. For Germany has very lit- 
tle if any gold Icft to pay for her 
imports. 

There can be no doubt that Ger- 
man-.exports will shrink even fur- 
ther than they have done already 
armoment efforts. The Anglo-French

very difficult indeed to send much 
to other countries than those which 
are nelghbourlng on Germany. It is 
absolutely certain that the total Ger- 
man exports, even under tho best 
possible conditions, will be entirely 
insufficient to cover the cost of her 
import requirements. 

The second. question therefore con- 
cerns the necessity for ‘credits from 
abroad. WIll they bo forthcoming? 
It Is this point on which the leaders 
of Nazi Germany are more hopeful 
than js generally realised.: They 
scem to feel-that. pressure and 
threats against the small, neutral 
trading countries which’ surround 
Germany, ‘such os. Holland, Switzer- 
land; and.the countries of tho Balzan 
and: Scondinavia, will. ylold consid— 
erable results.

As. he was munching the honey- 
sweet Georginn figs, hls eyes uncon 
sciously strayed on to the newspaper 
which did service for the bng. He 
began to read, startled, Then he stop- 
ped suddenly, threw the frult from 
the bag, smoothed aut the paper and 
repeated with a racing heart the 
printed lines: 

how Jong? How long are 
you going to endure the oppression 
of the red-handed Tsar? If one day 
you peasants and workers would 
say: “THIS IS ENOUGH!’ — the rule 
of the hang-man-Tsar would be end- 
ed.” 

The pious. Seminarist read this 
fragment deeply horrified; he did not 
want to believe his eyes. How could a 
Piece of paper bear such terrible 
words; how could somebody write in 
such a manner about the Holy Tsar, 
the little Father of All Russions, the 
Head of the Holy Orthodox Church 
whose pieture was in every church, 
for whom Mass was sald every day 
In_ the Cathedrals?
